AN INTERESTING JUDGMENT 
‘.  SHANGHAL. 


In the-case éf"the Shanghai Municipal 
Council v. Mr. and Mre: Jay’, Elmont, 
a claim in the United: States Court for 
Chita, his Honour Judge C. 8. Lobingicr 
has given a written decision stating In 
}part:— ° pai eo 
' This is an actioi, against m husband 
ond wifo for medical services rendered to 
the latter at the Victoria Nursing Home, 
an “institution aupportod. and ‘controlled 
by. plaintiff. ‘Tho husband < unswors 
admitting ‘liability ang ‘confessing judg- 
ment for the full amount asked. Tha 
wifo in her answer “denies that’ part of 
paragraph 2 of the complaint which 
alleges that shéis indebted to -plaintiff,”” 
but a} the’ trial her counsel offered’ the 
following: —‘Defendants . admit — the 
rendering to Mr. Jay Elmont of the 
servicers. alleged. in, the complaint and the 
value therovf and, admit the liability of 
the, defendant, Jay-Elmont, but. donics, 
that of Mrs, Jay Elmont.” Defendants’ 
counsel relies upon the wife’s common 
Jaw exemption from suit and claims that, 
notwithstanding tho Married Woman's 
Property Act, legislation ig wecossary 
tender, her separate estate liable for 
family. necessaries which"it is contended 
include the present claim. : i
